same is prohibited: Provided, That nothing 
in this act shall prevent the killing at any 
time of birds pf prey, crows, or blackbirds. 

That any persons violating the forego- 
ing provisions oi this act shall, upon convic- 
tion thereof before a Justice of the Peace, be 
liable to a fine of not less than one dollar nor 
more than fifteen, with costs of suit.

The Capture of Nena Saib —The news re- 
ceived by the last mail from India contains an 
incident which will be received by all Eng- 
land with stern but legitimate satisfaction. It 
is stated so positively as to be almost beyond 
doubt, that Nena Saib, of Bithoor, the perpe- 
trator of the massacres of Cawnpore, has been 
captured at Ajmere, in the Rujpootana coun- 
try, and is now a prisoner awaiting his trial. 
Although there seems sometimes a strange 
difficulty in recognizing these Asiatics, par- 
ticularly after a lapse ot time, Nena Saib mnst 
be so well known a man that we can hardly 
believe that a mistake has been made. 

It might be possible'to hang a pseudo Tan- 
tia Topee, since that daring warrior suddenly 
appeared in the field and was personally un- 
known to his .captors. But Nena Saib, the 
master of Bitboor, the adopted son of the cx- 
Peisbwah of Poonab, the persevering litigant 
against the East India Company for the con- 
tinuance of his adopter’s pension, and in form- 
er days the guest and host of many English- 
men, is a person whose identity it must be 
possible to establish beyond a doubt. At any 
rate, of this we may be sure — that at the pres- 
ent time of profound quiet care will be duly 
taken to make no mistake, and that a wrong 
man will not suffer in the place of one whose 
face must be well known to hundreds. 

Assuming, then, that this man is really 
Nena Saib, his career, as described by the In- 
dian press, is most extraordinary. It appears 
that, instead of being a fugitive in the king- 
dom of Nepaul, or wearing out a life of ob- 
scurity and misery in some plebeian disguise, 
he has been intriguing in various parts of In- 
dia, is in possession ot large sums of money, 
and has been harbored by persons who are 
his friends, if not his accomplices. He has 
been, it is said, a gnest of the Rajah of Bika- 
neer, and has even ventured to Poonah, thus 
daring the full power of the British Govern- 
ment. What his designs have been must be a 
mystery, for who can penetrate motives of 
men who unite the most elaborate cunning 
and restless energy of purpose with profound 
ignorance, and ideas of politics and war which 
are like the fancies of a madman? 

In the six years’ wanderings, which are said 
to have blanched his outlawed head, Nona 
Saib has no doubt been continually urged for- 
ward by the belief that it is possible to renew 
the work which tailed in 1857, and by a second 
iituritotioii to drive the English from India. 

A man whose whole life has been passed in 
brooding over supposed wrongs, and has for a 
few weeks tasted the sweets of revenge, only 
to be driven afterward into exile or coaccal- 
meant, is not likely to settle down as a con- 
tented refugee, even though he may have 
saved enough from the wreck of hU fortune 
to place him above poverty. Nena Saib, who 
had once seen the “yellow-faced, narrow- 
minded people” at his mercy, and issued joy- 
ous proclamations on their beitg “sent to hell," 
seems to have been driven by an irresistible 
impulse to atiempt the renewal of bis exploits. 

As the murderer is said to be drawn to the j 
scene of his crime, so the author of the mas- 
sacre of Cawnpore has been flitting about 
British India, though a secure asylum was 
open to him beyond the Northern frontier, 
or even in some secluded part of the inde- 
pendent States. With the jewels and money 
that be must have carried off with him when 
he fled from Havelock’s victorious forces, he 
has been, doubtless, ever since intriguing and 
bribing; and this ill-gotten wealth — part of 
it, no doubt, the plunder of the treasury at 
Cawnpore— has probably attached to him a 
-tain number of followers, wbo have hu-

It is pov. l " 
ble that the former crime was not premedita- 
ted, and that the miserable Prince who expi- 
ated it with his life did not intend to put an 
English community to death by suffocation. 
But the atrocities of Nena Saib were wilful, 
and marked by every circumstance of cruelty 
and treachery. 

It is probable that he seduced the Cawnpore 
regiments to mutiny; it is certain that imme- 
diately on their mutiny he took command of 
them, and kept it till he was driven from 
Cawnpore and Bithoor by the handful of En- 
glish under General Havelock. For a fort- 
night he fired into the little garrison of En- 
glish, and when, in the latter part of June, he 
found that he could not overcome their resist- 
ance, he had recourse to the vilest treachery. 
Employing as hisagentaman named Azimoo- 
la, a Mabomedan, whom many people will 
remember as his agent in London, and wbo, 
at the time of the Crimean disasters, conceived 
the idea that the last hour of England had 
come, Nena Saib treated with the garrison 
merely to get them in bis power. 

Althoug the agreement was made in writ- 
ng, and sworn to by the Nena, he did not 
scruple to order the massacre on the 26;h of 
June, when the able-bodied men of the garri- 
son were murdered in the boats to which they 
bed been enticed, by the solemn assurance 
that they were to proceed unmolested to Alla- 
behad. That this massacre was deliberately 
planned by Nena Saib and Azimoolah, his 
confidant, there can be no kind of doubt; for 
net only did he do nothing to prevent it, but a 
few days after he issued the well known proc- 
lamation congratulating both Mahomedans 
and Hindoos on the destruction of the Eng- 
lish. Nor is the still more heinous massacre 
of the women and children, after his defeat 
by General Havelock, less certainly his own 
act. 

It is positively testified that the order came 
from the Nena, who immediately, on the com- 
pletion of the massacre, retreated to Bithoor. 
Of this second crime we can hardly bring our- 
selves to speak. The wounds inflicted on so 
many families are still fresh, even after the 
lapse of six years. The incidents are such that 
the friends have suffered, and still suffer, far 
more than is the common lot of surviving rel- 
atives. We could almost wish that, when all 
those engaged in the commission of it are 
brought to justice, the remembrance of it 
could be blotted out. But dreadful as was the 
crime, it cannot be imputed to any sudden 
impulse of a defeated soldiery. All the cir- 
cumstances show that it was the deliberate 
work of Nena Saib himself, who thus filled up 
the measure of bis guilt.

Came in Sequatchie Valley, I 
Tennessee, Aug 31, 1863. J 
All Is as quiet iu this lovely valley as 
though war never existed, and I shall avail 
myself of the opportunity thus afforded of 
saying a few worth to my friends in relation 
to the present condition and duty of Kentucky. 
All I say shall be said in kindness, and J trust 
that all Southern sympathizers will weigh 
well my words. 

Kentucky has just given an overwhelming 
vote for the Union. It is useless to say that 
the anti-war party were not allowed to vote. 
Had every Southern sympathizer and every 
Kentuckian in the Southern army voted, the 
majority would still have been overwhelm- 
ing in favor of the Union. To-day Ken- 
tucky is comparatively free from war and 
from rebels, and we can form no better 
judgment of how Kentuckians should act 
than by comparing the relative position of 
Kentucky loldiers North and South. Iu 
the Federal army the- Kentucky troops are 
highly honored; the feelings of the officers aul 
men are respected; still there is scarcely an 
officer or soldier from Kentucky who does not 
differ materially iu politics from the Adminis- 
tration, and no one is better acquainted with 
this fact than Mr. Lincoln, yet he dims not 
taunt Kentuckians with their want of loyalty;

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal : 
Gentlemen: The object of this communi- 
cation is not to divulge, if wo know, the pur- 
poses of the General, but fortunately he keeps 
well his own counsels. We have steadily 
moved forwnrd until the left wing, General 
Crittenden’s corps, rests quietly in the Scquat- 
chee Valley, the extreme left at Pikeville.

P. Vancleve, Col. S. W. Price, 
of the 21st Kentucky, and a host of other 
true and tried men, whose gallantry will never 
he eclipsed by the brilliant deeds of after 
times. Our men are proud of their com- 
manders, and having every confidence in 
them, they will move on with a vim that 
will insure success. 

All the Kentucky troops in this department 
were aDxious to be at home to participate in 
the late State election but could not do so; 
but while we could not do this, we can fully 
appreciate, with all good and loyal citizens, 
the glorious victory achieved in our proud old 
Commonwealth over the uo-more-men-no- 
more- money party; that party that would 
paralj ze our grand army just as we are ready 
to save the government from certain destruc- 
tion and place it upon a sure and enduring 
basis.

Steamer Foundered in Lake Superior. 
All on Board Lost Except the Pilot. 
Passengers and Crew Numbered 35. 

[Special Despatches to the Louisville Journal.] 
Memphis, Sept. 3. 

By the arrival of the Progress, advices from 
Bajou Meteor to the 29th, and Duvall’s Bluff 
to the 31st lilt., have been received. 

General Davidson, with artillery and cav- 
alry numbering about 8,000 men, moved from 
Brownsville sud on the 27th met the pickets 
of the enemy at a place on Bayou Meteor 
known as “Bayou Meteor Bridge.” The force 
of rebels was estimated at about 7,000, posted 
on an eminence quite difficult of access, which 
commanded the main road to the bridge over 
which Gen. Davidson intended to move. It 
was soon apparent to Gen. Davidson, that, in 
order to gain that point, the enemy must first 
be dislodged from his position. 

Heavy skirmishing continued till toward 
night, when both armies ceased firing. The 
casualties, owing to the distance between the 
threatening armies, were light. Our loss in 
killed and wounded did cot exceed twenty- 
five nun. During the night Gen. Davidson 
placed bis guns in position and eariv on the 
mornisg of the 28th they commenced their 
work of destruction. It took but a few rounds 
to satisly the rebel General commanding of 
the futility of attempting to hold his position. 

Our boys poured grape and shell among the 
rebels with such impetuosity that, before the 
middle of the day, they commenced falling 
back, and before sunset not a butternut sol- 
dier, save prisoners, was on the north or 6a3t 
side of Bayon Meteor. As soon as the reb- 
els had gained the opposite side the torch was 
put to the bridge, and it wa3 soon consumed. 
The rebel loss in that skirmish was 300 pris- 
oners nnd 10O killed and wounded, many of 
wboin were left on the field. Our loss 13 about 
39 killed and wounded. 

The health of the army is fair. 

Gen. Steele was at Duvall’s Bluff on the 3i 
ul'. Most of the infantry and artillery were 
at Bayou Meteor. 

We have late advices from New Orleans. 
Gen. Grant and Gen. Thomas have gone down 
to^lew Orleans to visit Gen. Banks. 

It is rumored that Gen. Banks is going to 
Tcxap, and that Grant will command all the 
Mississippi river, and capture Mobile. 

Joe Johnston's army lias moved from ths 
xicinity of “Enterprise,” but in what direq'.jon 
is not certainly known, though it > supposed 
he has abandoned the idea br defending Mo- 
ci:e, and will endeavor to effect a junction 
with Bragg’s army at or near Chattanooga, 
and that Kosecrans may be set back. 

At last accounts the armies of Davidson aad 
Price tveie approaching, and a collision about 
8 or 10 miles from Bayou Meteor was antici- 
pated. The rebel Generals aie thus placed: iu 
Aikansas Kirby Smith is in command of the 
rebel trans- Mississippi Department. He is at 
Little Rock. Texas is in command of Gen. 
Megruder, with his headquarters at Galveston. 
Dick Taylor is in command of the Louisiana 
district, but has not gone to Price, whose 
headquarters are at Bayou Meteor, where 
there are strong fortifications, and where Price 
proposes to make a desperate defence. De- 
fences are already put up at Little Rock. 

The rebels have eleven cars and three en- 
gi>es running on the Little Rock railroad, 
between ■ Duvall’s Bluff and Little Rook. 
There are said to be unite a large number of 
steambsats lying at Little Rock and along 
the Aikansas. stcamcoat riauet got 

sgtound near Island 95 on her downward 
trip, and in getting off broke one of ea _ 
gines. At another point she was fired upon 
by guerillas and five hor3es kiiied. At Mor- 
gan’s Bend the Atlantic was fired h?on by 
guerillas from the Louisiana shore. Eighteen 
Minie balls penetrated the upper works. 

A soldier received a slight wound in the 
hip, which was all the damage done. 

Parson Barrows, a noted guerilla, burned 
some 70 bales of cotton about 18 miles from 
Memphis on Tuesday. The drivers and own- 
ers were taken prisoners and carried off. 

Last Saturday morning forty armed men re- 
turned to Donaldsonville, Tenn , about forty 
miles from Fort 1’illow, and helped themselves 
to u'l ( be goods, clothing, and boots they could 
take Ou with them. Tney threatened to burn 
the town (but did not venture to that experi- 
ment. 

There have bee.'t some half dozen regiments 
leaned in West kgnnessee for the Federal 
aimy duriDg the pad few weeks. Home 
Guards, for the defence of property and crops, 
are forming in several counties. 

Vicksburg, Aug. 26. 

The reports from the South by scouts are 
that Johnston’s army is scattered along the 
road between Jackson and Mobile for a hun- 
dred miles. It was found impossible to sup- 
port tbem all in one body. 

Fifteen thousand of Pemberton's troops are 
required to report at the Demopolis rendesvouz 
for paroled troops. Bieckinridge is advising 
non-combatants to go North, a3 they only 
embarrass the Confederates. 

General Dan Murray is in command of the 
forces at Mobile. 

The whole population, both white and 
1 lack, are at work on the fortifications. Gen. 
Pemberton attempted to address the people of 
Demopolis lately, when he was pelted with 
iotun apples. 

The people of Alabama are attempting to 
bold meetings for reconstruction. One was 
was held in Ironce, but was dispersed at the 
point of the bayonet. 

There is great suffering in the interior of 
Mississippi for want of food. The authorities 
will not allow the people to come within our 
lire? if they can help it. The authorities 
wiuld rather they would starve. 

There is great depression over the loss of the 
machinery at and near Grenada. The com- 
mand of Chaimera was sent through, when 
they fell into the arms of the force sent from 
Memphis and one from here. 

Bragg is reported at Atlanta, Ga. Rose- 
crans is not even located by rumor. 

We have news from Charleston of the 21st. 
There is nolhieg definite. Public confidence 
is shaken. Johnston is compelled to send his 
North Carolina troops to Savannah or have 
them desert. About 4,000 of these troops went 
from hereon tile 10th. All things look bright 
in this Department. 

Our troops are getting impatient to move. 
The weather is cool and healthy. 

Col. Colldongb, cf the staff ot Gen. McPher- 
son, Capt. Reed, of the staff of Gen. Grant, and 
Capt. I)ny, of Gen. Sherman’s stuff, went out 
under a flag of truce to-day to meet Generals 
Stephens, D. Loo, and Johnson at Icanon, 
Mississippi. 

AfjutRnt-General Thomas and Gen. Grant 
will leave for New Orleans on allying frip to- 
morrow. The health of the troops is good. 
There is no news of importance. All is work- 
ing well. We have mounted infantry enough 
for the full campaign, and will shake the Con- 
federacy to its centre when we give them our 
next visit. 

Washington, Sept. 6. 

No news frem Charleston later than that by 
the Star cf the South has been received. Thei 
departments are in hourly expectation of re- 
ports of operations against Fort Wagner dur- 
ing last week. 

Frcm a deserter belonging to a Georgia 
regiment in Lee’s army we obtnin reports from 
the Rappahannock. He says three brigades 
were embarking in cats below Fredericks- 
burg, bound for Cta'frnooga to reinforce 
Bragg.

Columbus, Ky., Aug. 4. 

Tbe negroes, tried before a military com- 
mission for the murder of the Brakeman f irh- 
ily, were hung to-day early in the morning. 
A scaffold was erected on the hill below Fort 
Qutmby, which was surrounded by the 2d 
Tennessee and Arkansas (colored), and de- 
tachments of tbe 16th Iowa and 31st Wiscon- 
sin regiments. A large crowd was present, 
including many women. About 2,500 per- 
sons were on the ground. At about 11:30 the 
ICth Regulars arrived with the prisoners, wbo 
were seated upon tbeir coffins in a wagon 
with tbeir aims tied. The Regulars were 
then formed in a hollow square about the gal- 
lows. 

Three negroes, named Lewis Stevenson, 
Wm. Raich, James Webb, with a negro chap- 
lain, ?s<«ncied to the platform upon which 
stood Maj. Rowley and Captain Williams, 
Provost Marshal. Hymns were sung,. prayers 
offered, the ropes adjusted, and Marshals de- 
scended, touching the leTer, and three men 
hung in the air. While preparations were 
going on the criminals were unaffected and 
made no demonstrations. One was instantly 
killed and theotbers struggled a few minutes. 

After banging half an bourthey were taken 
down and buried in the contraband cemetery. 
Seven others are in jail awaiting the approval 
of their sentence. It is not known what will 
be done with them.

The steamer Planet arrived this morning, 
bringing news that the steamer Sunbeam 
foundered in Lake Superior on ths 28:h ult. 
All on board except the wheelsman were lost. 

The wheelsman lashed himself to a piece of 
the wreck, and after floating thirty hoars was 
washed ashore at Portage, twenty miles from 
the scene of the disaster. 

She reports that the Sunbeam left Superior 
City on Thursday. Early next morning, du- 
ring the gale, the steamer was struck by a 
heavy sea, which rolled her over on her side. 

Small boats were immediately got out and 
the passengers and crew being put into them 
when the vessel was struck by another heavy 
sea and commenced breaking up. 

Th» rescued man saw boats filled with pas- 
sengers and crew swamn soon after leaving 
the wreck, and is certain all are lost but 
h mrelf. 

Tbe Planet picked up portions of the wreck, 
which were floating about for two miles 
a rolled where the vessel went down. The 
passengers and crew numbered 35.

Rtbrl Force Overstaled, 

Much uneasiness has been manifested in the 
last two or three days because of a rumor that 
a rebel guerilla raid was being meditated npon 
Southern Kentucky. Capt Austin, of Jim- 
lown, Ky., was captured by a band of gueril- 
las under the leadership of Col. Hamilton and 
Capt. Hughes, who are reported to be of the 
rebel army. He subsequently made his es- 
cape from tbeir clutches, and gives some de- 
tailed and interesting facts in regard to the 
enemy’s plans and designs, together with a 
statement of their numbers. He says that the 
gang are composed in the greater part of dis- 
affected deserters from the rebel army. The 
balance are citizens of Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. These scoundrels have formed them- 
selves into companies and squads, with a 
headquarters across the Cumberland. In the 
night time they cross over on this side and go 
into tbe interior of this State, robbing, burn- 
ing, stealing, and arresting Union citizens. 
They claim to belong to the rebel army, but 
the evidence received indicates that only their 
leaders belong to it. The others are made up 
as stated above. 

After doing their nefarious business, and 
collecting all tbe stolen goods and forage they 
esn carry, they recross the river and scatter, 
coroiDg together again at their rendezvous on 
tbe other side, to make another raid when an 
auspicious season presents itself. Col. -Harney, 
cf the Thirty-fourth Kentucky, near Glasgow, 
reports tbeir force at four hundred, but as 
Captain Austin was with them a sufficient 
length of time to estimate their numbers, and 
being a gentleman of intelligence and unmis- 
takable veracity, we conclude that Colonel 
Harney’s estimate is too large. His informa- 
tion is derived from citizens and deserters, 
probably, which is not always trustworthy. 
The proper steps have been taken to get rid ! 
of these barbarous scoundrels, and not many j 
days will elapse before they will be broken 
tip, and many of them perhaps destroyed.

The Employment of Negro Troops.— Fifty 
negroes, mostly stolen from neighboring 
plantations, among whom were ten recognized 
as the property of Judge McGehee, were cap- 
tured after the action. The disposition of 
these insurrectionary slaves, found with arms 
in their hands, in actual rebellion against 
tbeir masters, by which overt acts, according 
to tbe laws of the State, they had forfeited 
their lives, is the subject of much outside con- 
jecture and speculation. The general impres- 
sion is, that Colonel Logan shonld have dealt 
with them summarily, hanging them to the 
first tree, or shooting them sans ceremonie, 
that their fate might be a warning and exam- 
ple to others. The law of se de/tndendo, that 
gnat »nd natural right of nations, as well as 
individuals, which ptrmits a man to teardown 
bis neighbor’s house, which is in flame3, to 
save his own, wou.d clearly justify the speedy 
execution of these slaves, that the terrible evil 
of insurrection and of banding with the ene- 
my might be effectually checked. 

England carried out this extreme penalty — 
this paramount right — in her dealings with 
the insurrectionary Sepoys in India with ex- 
cellent effect; and France and Spain have re- 
peatedly and successfully tested its efficacy 
nmong their colonial insurrectionary blacks. 
The peculiar position which we occupy rela- 
tively to our barbarian enemy, who deny us 
now even the bare right of belligerents, pro- 
claiming that we are "rebels” and have no

MOUNTED INFANTRY RECRUITING. 

Glasgow, Ky., Sept. 5, 1863. 

Allow me, through your columns, to say 
to the public that S.unnel Martin, late Captain 
of the 5th Kentucky cavalry, is now recruit- 
ing a regiment of mounted infantry for twelve 
moDths’ service, lliscamp is at this place. 
He has already enlisted 350 men, wbo are fine 
looking fellows, and have volunteered, no 
doubt, with a determination to rid the border 
of tbe guerilla bands of rebels wbo are steal- 
ing, burning, and murdering. These recruits 
are drilling every day. I witnessed one of 
tbeir drills a lew days ago, antr was surprised 
to tee them perform halt so well as they did. 
They all appear eager for active service, and 
have the utmost confidence in the military 
skill of Capt. Martin. He manages bis men 
well, and they already appear like old sol- 
diers; they are the right men to nse against 
the rebels who are infesting tbe southern bor- 
der of Kentucky. They are well acquainted 
with tbe geography of the country; also with 
the history of the rebel citizens, and know 
exactly when and where to take hold. , Their 
services are highly appreciated by the military 
authorities at tbis place. Captain Martin now 
has a Major's command, and I learn that his 
men have not been mustered into the service; 
neither have they been furnished with horse3 
or arms. I think the authorities at Frankfort 
should see to this immediately, and have 
Capt. Martin’s men mustered into the service, 
paid, mounted, aud armed without delay. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Dillard, of the 34th Ken- 
tucky ir. far, try, has been commanding the 
troops at ibis place. Col. Dillard has given 
general satisfaction since he has been here. I 
have examined the camp3 of the soldiers here, 
and find that they are generally well satisfied.

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Mobile. — We have reason to know, that, 
according to the present programme, Mobile 
is to be speedily attacked or at least invested. 
We attach no importance to the telegraphic 
rumor that the enterprise has been abandoned. 
The capture of it would be an immense ad- 
vantage to the Federal cause and a terrible 
blow to the rebel Confederacy. It would give 
the navigation of the Alabama river to our 
forces all the way np to Montgomery, the cap- 
ital of Alabama, and, in conjunction with the 
advance of Rosecrans and Burnside to or to- 
ward the same point, place within our all- 
powerful grasp the very heart and all the 
other vital organs of the rebellion. The tak- 
ing of Mobile is in itself of far greater import- 
ance than that of Charleston. 

But the taking of Mobile, like that of 
Charleston, is difficult. It is extremely diffi- 
cult. The city is tremendously protected 
against attacks both by water and land. Its 
land or rear defences consist of several series 
ot the strongest fortifications, series within 
series, several miles in extent, all earth-works 
like those which have proved so nearly invul- 
nerable upon Morris Island, all constructed 
upon the most approved principles of military 
engineering, and all mounted with artillery 
of the most effective character. The water or 
front defences consistof powerful forts and nu- 
merous batteries mounted with some of the 
heaviest cannon used in the South during the 
war, and all sorts of harbor obstructions the 
most formidable and perilous. The military 
men in Mobile believe that no fleet in the 
world could run the gauntlet of the approach- 
es to their harbor. 

Thus the undertaking upon which our land 
and naval forces are about to enter at Mobile 
is a stupendous one. We assume that a favor- 
able result is certain, but we do not expect it 
to occur speedily. Ideas of dashing precipi- 
tately and madly upon such land and water de- 
fences as the experiences of this war have 
taught the rebels to establish have been ex- 
ploded at pretty serious cost to us. Of coarse 
Mobile, having long been in expectation of 
the trial to which she is to be subjected, has 
made preparation for it by the utmost possible 
accumulation of provisions and ammunition. 

8@*The meeting of the Board of Trade by 
adjournment, this evening, at the Mechanics’ 
Institute Library, deserves and will command 
a full attendance. A communication in to- 
day’s Journal, signed “City and Country,’’ 
gives cogent reasons for the establishment of 
a Daily Exchange, and we sincerely hope that 
the advice which it contains may be adopted. 
We have doubted the possibility of sustain- 
ing the Exchange, but it can be done in the 
manner suggested by our correspondent. If 
our business men will be liberal in providing 
the necessary expenses, and the members of 
the Board of Trade bind themselves mutually 
to make up all deficiencies in the income, until 
the Exchange becomes self-supporting, the 
city of Louisville and all its business relations 
will be greatly benefited. W e cannot however 
consistently with our sense of duty forbear 
to call attention to the previous failures in this 
same direction. It is true our business wa3 
then on the long credit system, which we 
trust will be hereafter and forever abolished, 
but all the avenues of trade were epen, and 
the communication to the southward uninter- 
rupted. It may be that the failures of the 
past have taught us experience, and shown us 
the necessity of more united action. If so 
there can be no doubt of the success of a 
Daily Exchange. 

Our correspondent “City and Country,” in 
one particular, mistakes the motives and the 
temper of those who have advised caution 
and a prudent delay in the establishment of 
an Exchange. They have been the most ac- 
tive and zealous in the reorganization of the 
Board of Trade, and have pledged themselves 
to its support, independently of the subscrip- 
tion money of members, should it become 
requisite to make advances. They agree with 
cur correspondent in spirit, but they feel that 
another fiasco would be a stigma upon our 
city from which she would not recover in 
many years. They have said that if the ma- 
jority desires the Daily Exchange, they will 
pledge themselves to punctual attendance and 
to the most liberal subscription for its support. 

The question is not one of policy, but of 
time. We have never heard an argument 
against the establishment of a Daily Dxchange; 
the only subject of discussion has been the 
proper time for its commencement. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade have had several 
weeks for deliberation; they should all go to 
the meeting this evening with their minds 
made up as to the way they will vote. There is 
no need for further argument; everything that 
the most enlightened minds in the Board could 
suggest has already been beard. Let the mat- 
ter be determined then by a vote, and we feel 
convinced that the action of the majority will 
be prudent, and if it is decided to starta Daily 
Exchange, we pledge our most earnest exer- 
tions to render it useful, pleasant, and perma- 
nent by keeping fall record of its sayings and 
doings betore the public and by adopting the 
quotations of the Exchange books as the gov- 
erning prices in our market reports. 

The National Intelligences.— It is due to 
the cause of truth to speak with admiration 
of the course which has been pursued daring 
our troublous times by oar contemporary, the 
National Intelligencer, at Washington. Such 
a paper, at headquarters, is instrumental for 
good in a thousand ways, and deserves the 
support of conservative men of all parties. 
We do not alwaysagree with the Intelligencer 
in politics, but we honor it in it 3 opinions 
when we do not hold the same. We heard 
with some apprehension that the loss of its 
large Southern circulation had seriously crip- 
pled the resources of the paper, but we trust 
that this loss has been or will be more than 
made up by Northern support, and that the 
time will speedily come when the Editors 
may, as formerly, give wise counsels from the 
feat of government to both North and South.

In other words, the Editor of the Democrat 
maintains, that, in carrying out a system of 
military arrests in the States of the North, the 
President has not violated the constitution, 
but has simply abused his constitutional pow- 
eiw Onr neighbor concedes the right, object- 
ing merely that it has not been exercised with 
due moderation. Such is indeed the position 
he asserted in the early part of last year, with 
the simple difference that he then made no ob- 
jection to the manner in which the power had 
been exercised, though the system of military 
arrests in the North was then in the fall tide 
of execution, upwards of a score of Northern 
citizens being confined in a single military 
fort of the Government. Our neighbor has 
since found reason to complain of the manner 
in which the power has been exercised, but he 
still asserts the lawfulness of the power. He 
objects that thPright has been exercised im- 
moderately, but he as fully as ever concedes 
the existence of the right. Such is his present 
position as defined by himself. We several 
days ago called this position “the other face” 
of our neighbor; but it turns out that the po- 
sition is his true and only face! We humbly 
ask bis pardon. 

It is hardly necessary for us to show 
that cur neighbor’s position as thus de- 
fined is essentially the position of Mr. 
Lincoln and ot his tborongh-going supporters, 
for every well-informed and discerning reader 
will at once recognize the fact, and, moreover, 
we have repeatedly set it forth heretofore; yet 
we will briefly set it forth again. 

The position of our neighbor is the exact 
position which Mr. Lincoln in his response to 
the Albany Meeting asserted against the posi- 
tion of the meeting. Touching this point, 
the meeting declared: 

We demand that the administration shall 
be true to the constitution; shall recognize 
and maintain the rights of the States and the 
liberties of the citizen; shall everywhere, out- 
side of the lines cf necessary military occupa- 
tion and the scenes of insurrection, exert all 
its powers to maintain the supremacy of the 
civil over military law. 

Touching the same point, the meeting far- 
ther declared: 

That, in the election of Governor Seymour, 
the people of this State, by an emphatic ma- 
jority, declared their condemnation of the 
system of arbitrary arrests and their deter- 
mination to stand by the Constitution. That 
the revival of this lawless system can have 
but one result: to divide and distract the 
North, and destroy its confidence in the pur- 
poses of the administration. That we depre- 
cate it as an element of confusion at home, of 
weakness to our armies in the field, and as 
calculated to lower the estimate of American 
character and magnify the apparent peril of 
onr cause abroad. 

Snch is the position of the conservatives of 
the country. They condemn military arrests 
in States beyond the theatre of war a3 not 
merely an abuse of power bnt as an usurpa- 
tion of power. They deny altogether the 
right asserted in the case. The same position 
is declared in equivalent terms in the platform 
of the Union party of Kentucky. 

This position Mr. Lincoln in his response to 
the Albany Meeting thus opposes: 

By the third resolution the meeting indi- 
cate their opinion that military arrests may be 
constitutional in localities where rebellion ac- 
tually exists, bnt that snch arrests are Uncon- 
stitutional in localities where rebellion or 
insurrection does not actually exist. They in- 
sist that Buch arrests shall not be made “out- 
side of the lines of necessary military occupa- 
tion, and the scenes of insurrection.” Inas- 
much, however, as the constitution itself 
makes no such distinction, I am unable to 
believe that there is any such constitutional 
distinction. I concede that the class of ar- 
rests complained of can be constitutional 
only when, in cases of rebellion or inva- 
sion, the public safety may require 
them ; and I insist that in such cases they are 
constitutional wherever the public safety does 
require them; as well in plaees to wu'ich they 
may prevent the rebellion extending as in 
those where it may be already prevailing; as 
well where they may restrain mischievous in- 
terference with the raising and supplying of 
armies to suppress the rebellion, as where the 
rebellion may actually be; as well where 
they may restrain the enticing men outof the 
army, as where they would prevent mutiny 
in the army; equally constitutional at all 
places where they will conduce to the public 
safety, as against the dangers of rebellion or 
invasion. 

That is to say, Mr. Lincoln asserts that he 
as commander-in-chief of the army and navy 
“has a right to arrest men and hold them too” 
in all parts of the country alike. And to this 
assertion our neighbor of the Democrat sub- 
scribes. And yet our neighbor of the Demo- 
crat pretends to be a conservative, and, falsely 
imputing the very position he him3elf holds 
to Governor Bramlette, affects to roll up his 
eyes in holy horror at the radicalism of Hi3 
Excellency I We have all heard of the kettle 
calling the porridge-pot black, but here is a 
kettle that ejects the same malicious imputa- 
tion toward the snowy goblet. Surely this 
kettle must be a little cracked.

Brownlow is a pure, 
brave, able, and resolute man, who has en- 
dured much suffering and persecution for his 
devotion- to the Union, and endured it with a 
heroism not surpassed by that of any political 
or religious martyr on record.
